—Attention of the importers is invited to the Ministry of 
Commti'cc & Industry Public Notice No. 62-l’rC(PN)/58, dated the 18th July 1958 
on the above subject. 

2 It wa'' stated in the said Public Notice that Pcrmit.s for the import of fruhs 
etc. IS No. 21(a)/IV], Asafoctida (S. No. 31/V), Cumin seeds and medicinal herbs 
from Afghanistan will be issued subject to the condition that the importers will 
export goods of equal value to Afghanistan to counterbalance imports. 

3. It has been noticed that whereas imports of goods from Afghanistan for a 
substantial value have taken place, tho value of the exports so far effected is 
much less than the value of the imports. In order to correct this imbalance it 
has been decided to suspend the is.sue of Permits for the import of the above 
mentioned goods from Afghanistan until furthfr orders. The importers should 
not. therefore, make any further imports of goods from Afghanistan. The 
position will, however, be reviewed, and as soon as it is found that sufficient 
progress has been made in the export of good.s to Afghanistan, eligible unporler.s 
will be duly notified about the resumption of imports. 
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Subject: — Imvort of goods by sailing vessels 

No. 112-1X0 (PN)/58,—Attention Is Invited to the provisions contained in Public 
Notice No. 92-ITC(PN)/68, dated the 7th November 1958, whereby certain goods 
could be imported from the specified countries by sailing vessels without a licence, 
provided thei goods arrive at the Indian I^rts upto the 31st Deceinber 19C8. 

2. It has now been decided that the concession contained in Public Notice 
No. 47-ITC(PN)/58, dated the 29th May 1958 will be extended upto the 31st 
March 1959, i.e., the goods which arrive at the Indian Ports upto the 31st March 
1959 will be allowed clearance without a licence.
